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The environment plays an important role in dystopian 
fiction. In every dystopian text there is usually a 
backstory of some kind of disaster that causes 
societal stagnation or collapse. Dystopian settings are 
often: 


e dull, gritty or grim with a heavy focus on decay and 
loss 

e large cities that have become devastated by 
pollution, overpopulated or abandoned 

e largely artificial with nature banished or distrusted 

e desolate, barren wastelands 

e apocalyptic scenarios where the world is in 
immediate threat of complete and utter 
destruction 

e societies that are still technically together but have 
started to rot internally.
